Seems to contradid that Saying of mine, that Reaſon, cr 
the Law of Reaſon, is to d» as he is done unto, not as be would be done 
unto: Againſt this he pleads the Words of Chriſt, Whatſoever you 
would that Men ſhould do to you, do you even ſo to them. 3 

Anſwer, Theſe Words of Chriſt were a new Law, which was Writ- 
ten in the Seed of Faith's Nature, the Seed of Adam, and not in the 
Angel's Nature, nor in the Law of Reaſon; fer the Law of Reaſon 


ſpeaks on this wiſe, and ſo doth the Law of Moſes ſay, An Eye for an 


Eye, and a Tooth for a Tooth ; and thou ſhalt love thy Friend, and hate 
thine Enemy, This did Chriſt ſay was of old Time (meaning Moſes) 
and the Law of Moſes which he gave to Iſrael. But, ſaith Chriſt, I 


ſay unto von, Refft not Evil, if one ſmite thee on the one Cheek, turn to 
him the other, And when it has been ſaid of Old, Thon ſhalt love 


thy Friend, and hate thine Enemy. Chriſt ſaid, Love thine Enemy. And 
ſuch like Sayings of Chriſt, which the Law of Moſes, nor the Law of 
Reaſon, did not bind Men to, but the Law of Chriſt is the Law of 
Love, or Law of Faith, differing frem the Law of Reaſon, or the 
Law of Moſes, like unto a new Law God would Write in the Hearts 
of his People, and caufe them to walk in his Statutes; that was to 
believe in his Apoſtles Dectrine of Chriſt's Neath, Reſurrection, and 


the 


the Apoſtles Doctrine, but the new Law of Faith Written in their 
Hearts made them to belicve. So it was the new Law f Chriſt, 
gave t thuſe that had Power to receive it, they cculd do as he ad- 
viſed them to do, and nad Power to become the Sons of God, even 
as many as belicved in his Name, But fee Tex. cannot diſtir guiſſ 
between the new Law of Faith from the Law of Reaſon, the old 
Law, they are both one to the Qua lers. 

Pen. ſaith, Page 6. See if God can be leſs. than Infinite, and Incom- 
prehenſible, and, faith he, He that knoweth the Nature and Spirit of 
God, knoweth God to the Eye of Reaſon. 

Anſwer. That God is Infinite and Incomprehenſible, I do acknow- 
ledge, but not without a Body; for the Seed of Faith doth compre- 
hend God allo, now it is Life Eternal, to know, if a Man cannot 
comprehend God, he cannot know God. Indeed, if God were a 
Formleſs, Bodileſs Spirit, as the Onakers do _ imagine, then 
God' could not be comprehended indeed, neither by Faith, nor by 
Reaſon ; but the Seed of Faith doth know God is Infinite, and can 
comprehend him, becauſe he hath a Body of his own, his Wiſdom, 
Power, and Glory, are indeed incomprehenſible, both to Faith and 
Rea'on, and his Ways are unſearchable, and paſt finding out; but 
he himſelf may be comprehended by the Seed of Faith, and known 
in his Form ard Nature, as at this Day by many; for we know 
what the Nature of Infiniteneſs is. But Pen. doth not know what 
the Nature of Infiniteneſs is, fo doth not know what God is; for 
there never was, nor never will be any ſuch Infinite Spirit without 
a Body of his own, as the Onakers do vainly imagine. 

Pen. Page 8. faith. The Body of Man ts not the Tophet, or Hell, but, 


faith he, Tophet is that whereinto the Souls and Bodies of the Wicked are 


to be caſt. 


Anſwer. Thoſe that I have Curſed ſhall never be caſt into any 
other Tophet, or Hell, but their own Bodies, the which ſhall be 
that Tophet, where the Spirit of Reaſon, the Devil in you ſhall 
burn 1n your Bodies, b_ barr'd up cloſe Priſoners in your Bodies 
to Eternity, and you ſhall find no Wicked in- your Tophet, bnt 
your own Souls in particular.

In the Beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God, 2d verſe, The ſame was in the Beginning with 
God. The zd verſe, All Things were made by bim, and without him was 
not any Thing made that was made. The ath verle, In him was Life, 
and the Life was the Light of Menu. And in the 14th verſe, And the 
Word was made Fleſh and dwelt amongft us. And here the Reader ma 

ſee that Eternity became Time, and Changeable; for this Word 
that was in the Beginning was with God, and the Word was God, 
and all Things were made by this Word that was in the Beginning 
is called Him; and in Him is Life, and the Life is the Light of 
Men; and I think there is none that Profeſſeth the Scriptures that 
will deny this Word in the Beginning to be any thing elſe but 
God, who is Eternal; for who ſhould have Life in himfel , and give

Now I ask you Quabers, Hath not God been changed in this 
Thing, and hath not Eternity been changed into Time ? How 
ſhonld God be manifeſted in Fleſh, or God be made Fleſh, if he 
could not Change when his own Will moves him to it. 

So Clo]. 2. & 9. verſes, The Apoſtle preltiing them to beware of 
Phyl-ſophy, and vain Deceits, which is not after Chriſt, Fr in 
him dwelts all the Fullneſs of the Godhead Bodily. Now if all the 
Fullneſs of the Godhead, Bodily dwells in Chriſt's Body of Fleſh 
(as the Word doth imply) what need any Man lcok any further 
to find out God, than to the Body of Chrift, there 1s all the Full- 
neſs of the Codhearl there, in that Body cf Chriſt to be found 
truly, and known, and no where elſe; there is the Infinite Spirit 
Light, Life and Power, that Created all Things, and gave Light 
and Life unto Men; this 1s the Faith the Apoſtles preached, and 
it is the Faith of us, the Witneſſes of the Spirit, and that which 
we Teach. But you Qnakers will have all theſe Texts of Scrip- 
tures in a Myſtery, ſo that there is no Rcallity in your Myſte- 
ry of Iniquity, for you will fay, Gcd 1s manifeſted in your Fleſh, 
and that you are Bone of his Bone, and Fleſh of his Fleſh, «and 
that the Fullncſs of the Godhead, being a great vaſt Spirit with- 
out a Body, dwells in every @uaker's Body, and in all Br dies 
elſe; and the Life of every Creature is the Life of God, and ſo 
the Life of God dwells in every Man's Body, and in every Man;

E a Prerogative Pcwer can Change, and Repent when it 
will; and how a Prercgative Will not Change, nor Repent, 
when it reſolves its own Will not to change, ror Repent, and 
ſuch is the Nature of Infiniteneſs; fer that which is Infinite hath a 
Prerogative Power, and is ab: ve all Law, and may give Laws to his 
Creature, which he knows his Ceature cannot Perform, and if 
he pleaſe, may Forgive his Creature that Pun:ſhment due for the 
Offence, and if he will inflict the Puniſhment upon another Crea- 


ture 


Da 
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ture, whoſe offence may be leſs than the other he pardoned, who 
ſhall gainſay it? For who ſhall ſtrive againſt his Maker, or reply a- 
ainſt a Prerogative Power, that is Infinite? And above all Law, Who 
can bring Glory to his own Prerogative Juſtice, in puniſhing his Crea- 
ture for Sin, which he knew the Creature could not avcid, and hath 
raiſed to himſelf an Increaſe of Honour and Glory by his Mercy he 
ſhewed to the other, he pardoned and forgave, who committed a 
greater Offence than the other. This is a true infinite Prerogative 
Power which 1s in God, and not in any Creature whatſoever; this 
Power have I ſubmitted my ſelf unto, and have found Mercy, and 
Bleſſed and 27 are all thoſe that do as I have done in this, Numb, 
23. 19. It is ſaid, God 3s not a Man that he ſhould repent, bath be ſaid, 
and ftall be not do it, Sam. 1. Chap. 15. 11 Verſe. It is ſaid, It reper- 
ted God that he hath ſet up Saul to be a King. And in the 29th Verſe, it 
is ſaid, The Strength of Iſrael will not lie, nor repent, for be is not a Man 
that he fhould repent, Gen. 6. 6. It repented the Lord that he had made 
Man on the Earth, and it grieved him at bis Heart; for he ſaid, It re- 
penteth me that I have made them. The Scriptures are full of ſuch Ex- 
_ preſſions, that ſometimes God did repent of that which he had made, 
and of thoſe Puniſhments which he had threatne d, and at other times 
he would not repent of what he had {et up, or made for Deſtruction, 
nor repent, nor revoke the Puniſhment he had threatened againſt ſuch 
an Offence, the Scriptures are full to prove; as in Mal. 2. 6. For I am 
the Lord, Ichange not, therefore ye Sons of Jacob are not conſumed. Alſo 
you may ſee, Gen. 22. and the iſt Verſe, How God tempted Abraham 
to Offer up his Son Iſaac, and gave him a Command to do that which was 
againſt Nature and Reaſon. --- Yet you ſee in the 12th Verſe, God 
changed his Mind, and ſaid, Lay not thy Hand upon the Lad, neither dv 
any thing unto him. Here you may fee God's Command to Abraham, 
was a meer Temptation in God, for the Tryal of Abraham's Faith, 
and God ſeeing his Faith would have perform'd God's Command, 
even * and Reaſon, God changed his Mind, and would 
not ſuffer him to do that which he had-Commanded him to do. $9 
that it may be clear, that God doth tempt Man when his Will 
moves him o it, and when he will, changeth tis Mind; this doth 
belong to the Prerogative Power f God and who ſhall reply againſt 
it; for this ought to be obſerv'd, That though God hath a Preroga- 
tive Power to Tempt Man for the Tryal of his Faith, or otherwiſe, 
yet Man cught not to tempt God, becauſe God made Man to 1 
; an

end Obey him, and not to tempt his Maker; for in fo doing he 
becomes a Devil, that tempts the Lord his Cod; for there neve 
was, nor ever will be, that ever did, or ever will do, to tempt the:

Therefore, 1 1ſt ſaith, Let no Man ſay when he is tempted, I am 
tempted of God, for God cannot be tempted with Evil, neither tempteth he 
any Man. The meaning 1s, that evil minded Men do tempt God, 
but their Temptation do not prevail with God to conſent unto them, 
as they do in evil Men; neither doth God tempt any Man to the E- 
vil of Luſt, Theft, Murder, or any ſuch like Evil, which proceeds 
out of the evil Heart of Man, But every Man is tempted - when be is 
drawn away of bis own Luft and enticed. For there is a great difference 
in God's tempting of Man, and Man's tempting of God; for the 
one 2s the Creator, and the other his Creature, who ought to Serve 
and Obey his Maker. Do not you, Per. ſee that Paul contradicts 
your Aſſertion of Chriſt his being the Seed of Abraabam after 
the Fleſh, Rom. 9. 8. He contradicts that Saying in the 2d, 
and 5th Verſe, The Words are theſe, They which are the Children 
of the Fleſh, are not the Children of God, but the Children of 


the Promiſe are counted for the Seed. Now if the Children of God be EX 


not the Children of the Fleſh of Abraham, then Chriſt cannot be 
{aid to be of Abraham's Seed, according to the Fleſh. For though 

the Jews were the Seed of Abraham, yet they were not all counted 
the Children of God, cf whom Chriſt came, to whom the Promiſe 
was made, or did belong unto. Therefore it is ſaid, They are not 
all Iſrael that are of Iſrael ; but becauſe the Fews came in general 
out of the Loins of Abraham, the Apoſtle Paul could not diſtinguiſh, 

which were the Children of Abraham, after the Fleſh, or the Chil- 
dren of Abraham, after the Promiſe ; but as he ſeeth the Seed of 
Faith ariſe in them, ſo he knew them to be the Seed of Abrahan 

by Promiſe, and fo the Children of God; and this Seed of Faith in

do not you Quakers go all a Feeling after Chriſt, and let outward 
Words, and Seeing and Hearing alone?
